AT WESTMINSTER

LONDON, England -— The 
struggle for the pancake, or the Pan- 
cake Greeze, as it is called. at West- 
minster School, was a more im- 
portant occasion this year than usual. 
Not only did the Iving and Queen, the 
Prince of Wales, 
the historic function, but for 
once the winner of the contest, Den- 
received a sum of two 


guineas instead of one, as the price 
of his energy and the damage'to his 
suit caused by the, pancake. oe 

This ancient ceremony belongs by 
right to the Royal College of West- 
minster, whose boys have the privi- 
lege of first welcoming the King and 
Queen on ceremonial occasions at 
Westminster, and it is very highly 
valued. In various details it differed 
this year from previous occasions. At 
noon, on the signal given by the 
clanging of the school bell, the classes 
were dismissed and the boys trooped 
into “up” school, to be reenforced 
later by a certain number of friends 
and relations. In front of the boys 
were ranged the 25 whe had been 
selected by their comrades to cham- 
pion the various classes in the strug- 
gle for the largest piece of the pan- 
cake. 

When all were in their places the 
ruard of honor marched in with bayo- 
nets fixed and formed up ready to re- 
ceive the King. The order “present 
arms” was followed by the entry of 
the King. accompanied by the head- 
master of the school, Dr. Gow, and 
followed by the Queen, Mrs. Gow, the 
Prince of Wales, Prince Albert, and 
the band playing the national 
anthem. The King havine taken up 
his position, the cook ‘enters, clad In 
white and bearing the frying pan 
which contains, not the apple of Paris, 
but the pancake of Westminster-—a 
prize equally worth having on this 
occasion, in the opinion of the U2» 
eager boys waiting for the word. The 
pancake is inspected by the King and 
Queen, and, having been approved, all 
is ready.

OTTAWA, Ontario—The annual re- 
port of the Canadian Department of 
Railways and Canals for the fiscal year | 
ended March 31, 1919, has been issued. 
This shows that the expenditure made | 
by or through the department during 
the year was $74,639,286.44, of which 
$70,113,667.61 was for railways, $3,327,- 
556.55 for canals, and $1,198,062.28 for 
general expenditure, The revenue 
from the railways amounted to $27,- 
240,956.87 and that from the canals 
to $414,868.22. The railway working 
expenses amounting to $35,400,460.45, 
and the revenue to $27,240,956.87 only, 
leaves a doficit of $6,159,503.58 on the 
operation of the Canadian Government 
railways. This deficit amounts to §2, 
S32,111.68 for the Intercolonial Rail 
way, $244,008.48 on the International | 
Railway, $3,039,185.58 for the National | 
Transcontinental Railway and $467,- 
063.90 for the Prince Edward Island 

Railway.
